We also wish to thank Mr. Ed- 
ward J. Uhlig of Goodman’s bookstore, Manchester, for the 
gift of a nice pad for the desk. 

We are much in need of a clock and hope that some good 
citizen will feel inclined to present us with one suitable to 
adorn the mantle of this attractive library room.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Barnstead: 


I submit herein my first report as superintendent of 
schools, 1t being the first in the series of such reports. 

As I entered upon my duties September 1, I will at- 
tempt only a brief statement, based upon the experience 
of the last six months. While the limitations of this re- 
port will not permit of too much detail, I feel that the 
schools demand serious and thoughtful consideration in 
order to intelligently understand the conditions existing 
and the aims and purposes of the school management. 

One of the prevailing tendencies which should be checked 
through the united efforts of parents and teachers is the 
increasing disrespect for property, order and_ law. 
Questions of discipline will of necessity arise, demand- 
ing careful consideration, prompt and decisive action; but 
if treated in a spirit of sincerity for the child’s good, and 
not interfered with by those not directly interested, will 
rarely result in serious difficulty. That is the best condi- 
tion in a school where difficulties are not permitted to 
arise. 

A second aim of our schools should be moral instruction. 
In fact, the moral instruetion of the child is the highest 
duty imposed upon the teacher. This moral instruction 
involves stories from United States history, conversational 
talks on the human body, etiquette, cleanliness, manners, 
chastity, obedience and nature study. 

The child is the center of all teaching. ‘‘Teach chil- 
dren not subjects,” but develop right habits of thought 
and give them power to do things. The vestibule to all 
arts and sciences is intelligent reading. Someone has said, 
“Good reading is the key to good scholarship.” Standard 
measurements of today regard the best silent reader the 
one who can read the largest number of words in a given 
time and then reproduce the largest number of thoughts; 
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but I am old-fashioned enough to believe that some atten- 
tion should be given to good articulation, clear enunel- 
ation and reasonable expression in oral reading. It has 
been my impression that the scholars are weak in the art 
of reading, which weakens them in other correlated studies. 
Your scholars are starving and stunting their mental ca- 
pacities because of lack of reading material. You have 
placed the state course of study in your schools but. are 
not carrying it out. This course calls for the completion 
of eight or ten different books in the respective grades, 
while you have only one modern series of readers in your 
schools. To get good results in any line of endeavor we 
must have attention. We cannot have attention without 
interest, and it is difficult for your teachers to beget inter- 
est in stories that are read and reread from the beginning 
to the end of the year; and even that after they have heard 
them read year after year by the older pupils. We need 
a new basal reader, embracing a modern phonie drill and 
a good supply of supplementary reading, if we expect our 
scholars to keep on a level with the boys and girls in other 
parts of the state. 

In Enghsh you have been teaching technical grammar 
from the fourth grade up, which is illogical either from a 
pedagogical or psychological standpoint, and as a result we 
find the scholars do not write or talk good English. We 
need a new text-book that will give them much practice in 
writing English and in good oral story-telling, and thus 
develop their grammar in a natural way through good 


usage. 
SCHOOLHOUSES. 


Some attention must be given to the outhouses in order 
to meet the minimum requirements for sanitation and 
morality demanded by the State Department of Public 
Instruction in conjunction with the State Board of 
Health. On the basis of sanitation or moral aspect, none 
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of the outhouses will bear inspection. I would recom- 
mend, as has already been done in many towns of our 
state, that Barnstead begin a plan of remodeling their 
school properties by taking one or two schoolhouses a 
year and putting them in modern condition along the 
following lines: (1) adopt some plan of union that will 
reduce the number of schools to five or six; (2) to install 
in each house a system of heating and ventilation, jack- 
eted stove, window space equal to one fifth of floor 
space, and so adjusted that the light would fall properly 
on the pupils, proper tinting of walls and ceilings, slate 
blackboards, and where needed, modern seats that would 
prevent the scholars from distorting their spines and pro- 
ducing myopic eyes. 


CHAN GEOFF SUHOO RT YEAR: 


Chapter 122, section 1 of the Public Statutes and Ses- 
sion Laws of New Hampshire reads: 

“The fiscal year of town and special school districts 
beginning Feb. 16, 1917, shall end Aug. 31, 1918, and 
thereafter the fiscal and scholastic year shall end August 
31, annually.”’ : 

Chapter 122, section 2. “At its annual meeting holden 
in accordance with the provisions of section 1, Chapter 90 
of the Public Statutes, such school districts shall raise 
and appropriate money for the support of schools to be 
expended during the fiscal year beginning September 1 
next succeeding.” 

As I interpret this law you must make two distinct ap- 
propriations at your next annual school meeting: one to 
maintain your schools from Feb. 16, 1918, to August 31, 
1918; the deficit for this year; the other the regular 
yearly appropriation to be expended from September 1, 
1918, to August 31, 1919, both appropriations amounting 
to one and one-half school year.

TREAGIERS SAAR DES. 


We trust that all.good citizens realize that we are help- 
ing wage the greatest and most desperate war the civi- 
lized world has ever known, that the expense of living 
has nearly doubled, that teachers must pay more money 
for their weekly board, that their surplus above living 
expenses, if any, has lost half its purchasing power, that 
any old shipyard or factory will offer a heavier pay en- 
velope than most school committees can afford; that gov- 
ernmental and private concerns are offering to clerical 
workers and typists such inducements that it not only 
cuts down the supply and quality of new teachers but 
also will result in that competition for experienced teach- 
ers that must inevitably cause a boost in salaries all along 
the line. ‘Therefore, if you wish to retain your choicest 
teaching talent or to go on the market to hire such as 
your schools need, adequate financial provisions must be 
made at your annual meeting. Otherwise your school 
board may be forced to the alternatives of either employ- 
ing lower grade teachers or closing the doors of your 
schools. Certainly, the type of teacher that the schools 
at the Parade and Centre demand should receive a salary 
of fifteen dollars per week. 


STATISTICS. 


From our statistical table we learn that we have main- 
tained an average attendance for the vear in all schools of 85 
per cent. This is altogether too low and I trust that teachers 
and parents will endeavor to bring this average up to 95 per 
cent. the coming year. However, our average this year: has 
suffered severely from the records.of three schools during the 
winter term. Apparently these conditions were caused. by 
sickness, intense cold weather, and long distances for children 
to travel over almost impassable roads. With the exception of 
the Parade, Centre and North Barnstead, all should be 
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commended for their fine showing in number of tardy marks, 
which speaks well for the respective schools. The three ex- 
ceptions should make an earnest effort to decrease their num- 
ber of tardy marks. 3 


CONCLUSION. 


What can our boys and girls do to help win the war for 
democracy? ‘They can practice conservation in their school 
life. Be economical in their use of paper, pencils, books, 
wood, ete., and thus help their parents and citizens in the 
burdens of taxation. They should improve every moment of 
their school hfe to prepare their minds for the activities of 
citizenship which will very soon devolve upon them, It is 
the desire of the state department that every child from the 
first grade to the eighth shall have and take care of a gar- 
den this summer. The department wants thirty thousand 
gardens and one hundred thousand dollars’ worth of food pro- 
duced by the children of the state of New Hampshire. These 
gardens should be planted to beans, peas and potatoes. Size 
of gardens should be: first grade, 10° feet by 5 feet; second 
gerade, 10 feet by 10 feet; third grade, 10 feet by 20° feet; 
fourth and fifth grades, 20 feet by 20 feet; sixth and seventh 
grades, one-fourth acre; eighth grade, one-half acre. We 
trust that parents may co-operate in every way to bring about 
these results. 

Finally I wish to admonish the citizens of Barnstead that 
there never was a time when it was so essential that we keep 
our boys and girls in school regardless of financial attractions 
from the outside; that we realize that after this war the 
training of the youth, the continuation of prevalent educa- 
tional activities, the formation of new ideal will fall largely 
on the youth just coming into manhood and womanhood; that 
the boys and girls in our schools today will soon be called to 
take up the business, educational and religious responsibilities 
of our nation. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation of the co- 
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operation of teachers and parents and support given me by 
the members of the school board.
